OF SICILY VOLCANO 


riessma, Sicily, May 1.—Some or 


the inhabitants of the island of Strom- 
boli, who have fled from there and 
reached this citj, describe the erup- 
tion of the Stromboli volcano as ter- 
rific. 
The detonations were deafen- 


ing. Red burning stones, ashes and 
cinders were thrown up, and about 
1,000 feet over the top of the volcano, 
which is 3,040 feet above the level of 
the sea, an immense dark umbrella- 
shaped cloud formed. The industrious 
population of the island, numbering 
about 2,000 persons, had with great 
effort gradually cultivated the sides of 
the volcano almost up to the crater, 
chiefly as vineyards, but the eruption 
has entirely 
destroyed 
everything 


within a radius of 1,500 feet of the 
crater and has seriously damaged the 
rest of tbp island.

by a rush of water in Eureka mines at 
Foustwell since Friday morning, were 
found shortly before 10 o'clock Tues- 
day 
evening. 
Stiney 
Rodon 
and 


Charles Ream were the men who made 
a dash through 50 feet of water-filled 
heading and reached the' imprisoned 
men. Owing to the weakened condi- 
tion of the unfortunates it was decided 
not to bring them out until after the 
mine had been drained. 


An hour elapsed before the res- 


cuers were heard from, and then Ream 
came 
swimming back through the 


heading bringing the first news of the 
imprisoned seven. The effort 
had 


nearly exhausted Ream. He reported 
that the seven men were alive and all 
in good shape, but that until more 
pumping was done the passage to the 
place where they had taken refuge 
was impassable to those who could 
not'swim. Then it was resolved to 
allow them to remain where they were 
until the heading had been pumped 
out. 


Ream and his comrade carried to 


the imprisoned men simply a flask of 
brandy and a little water. He report- 
ed that Mike Bolya had since the 
breaking of the walls between the 
abandoned working been in charge of 
the 
movements of his 
comrades. 


Bolya is acquainted with every turn 
of the mine in which he was impris- 
oned. When the flood broke out he 
led his comrades to the highest point 
in the heading, where the "overcast" 
was situated. 
Under Bolya's direc- 


tion each man, before fleeing, seized 
his lunch basket. When they arrived 
at the overcast every lamp but one 
was extinguished, and one by one the 
lamps were each burned out until, 
when reached by Rodon and Ream, 
there was but a single light remaining, 
and that in danger of running low1 at 
any time. Of the dangers they faced, 
darkness was the most terrible of all. 
When stock was taken of the avail- 
able supply of provisions it was found 
that three baskets were but half-emp- 
tied. This scanty store" of rations 
was husbanded by the men till Monday 
morning, since when the men had 
nothing to eat. During the whole time 
they have gone without water, fearing 
to drink the water from the aban- 
doned workings. 


Within a short time after the flood 


broke loose, Bolya and bis companions 
had rigged up a pump which they 
found and began pumping the water 
that lay between them and the pit 
mouth into a dip on the other side of 
them.

pumped continuously 


Saturday night and Sunday. Sunday 
night some of the men slept. Monday 
they began pumping again. To over- 
come the intense cold, when not pump- 
ing the men dug coal. Bolya kept a 
man tapping continuously on the com- 
pressed air pipe.

Petition Filed at Findlay to Enjoin Trust From Doing 


Business in Tbis State—Other Important

Findlay, O., May 1.—A petition -was 


iled in common pleas court by George 
H. Phclps, who asks that the Standard 
Oil company and its subsidiary com- 
)anies be enjoined from doing busi- 
ness in the state of Ohio. Violations 
of the Valentine act are alleged. In 
a journal entry filed later Mr. Phelps 
stated he and the people he represent- 
ed were ready to furnish a bond in the 
sum of $100,000 that the people of 
Ohio would not want for the necessary 
oil products should the companies be 
ousted as prayed. 


It is understood the independent oil 


producers are back of Phelps. 


Circuit Judge Duncan overruled the 


motions to quash the indictments 
against the Standard Oil company and 
its constituent companies, but sus- 
tained demurrers to the indictments 
found by the grand jury in 1907. 
Judge Duncan stated he would be 
ready to hear the first trial the 'week 
beginning May 13. Prosecutor David 
will endeavor in the meantime to ob- 
tain a ruling from the supreme court 
on some of the les;al issues involved. 


Want Taft and Foraker.
